INSECT GENERALSHIP. 


- Curious Stories of Battles Between Wasps 


and Their Enemies.

_ winged insect had not given up. As it saw 
| its captor it showed fight and exerted itscif 
to the utmost to get near enough to use its 
sting, The spider retreated a little, but ap- 
parently only for the purpose of tightening 


, the strings that held the prisoner. 


“A’moment later the wasp was turned 
over and bound more firmly than ever. It 
seemed as if the spider took advantage of 


each movement of its adversary to wind an- 


other rope about its legs and tie them yet 
more firmly. The skill displayed was a rev. 


elation to me—I had no idea inse¢ts knew so 
_ much. Finally,when the wasp was so bound 


that it could neither kick nor sting, the spi- 
der jumped upon it, killed it almost instantly 
by biting, and then proceeded to feast upon 


| the carcass. 


‘/At another time I witnessed a fierce 
struggle between a large hornet and a col- 
ony of wasps which had built a nest in the 


' window of an old shop, The hornet crawled 


up the glass toward the nest, and whén the 
wasps saw him they formed in battle array 
to defend their home. The intruder moved 
onward, when @ wasp darted from the 
ranks to sting him. But the courageous 
little fellow hardly seemed to touch his 
enemy before falling dead upon the window 
At this the wasps retreated in a body 
to the other side of the nest to lay plans for 
battle. sending out a spy now and then to 
reconnoiter, “As the hornet came closer all 
suddenly rushed toward himinabody. A 
large wasp stepped out of the ranks, flew 


overthe hornet and alighted beyond him. 


The invader halted, and the little army also 
stopd still,watching him. The unequal forces 
eyéd eaeh other for some time, when sud- 
denly it appeared-as if the large wasp gave 
a signal and his companions rushed for- 
ward, making guick work of the enemy.

SUPERFLUOUS HAIR. 


How Chicago Society Ladies Have Their 
Whiskers Pulled. 

Few, perhaps, realize the expense and 
discomfort that society ladies incur in the 
interest of good looks. The mortification 
and mental torture endured by a belle or 
comely matron with incipient side-whiskers 
or'a well-defined mustache can never be 
fully comprehended except from experi- 
ence. What willshe not do to get rid of 
the disfigurement? Said a State street 
physician, who in no wise poses as & 
“supertiuous-hair extractor,”’ to a Chicago 
News reporter: 

“I have regularly from twelve to fifteen 
ladies who are undergoing treatment, com- 
ing every other day for from two to three 
months, according to the size of the beard 
to beextracted. They are the most patient 
and persistent patrons a pbysician bas, and, 
as a rule, the best paying. You see, we 
never turn away a sick person, even though 
he have littie or no money, but these other 
cases are different and we tuck on the price. 
Personal vanity is what makes ladies pay 
from fifty dollars to five:bundred dollars 
for a smooth face. 

‘*The process now most in vogue is elec- 
trical. Mechanical electricity won't do; a 
chemical current is necessary. The modus 
operandi 1s to apply the negative pole of the 
battery to the root of the hair, having the 
patient hold the positive pole in her hand. 
The hair cell is decomposed in about the 
time you can count fifteen, and can then be 
lifted out without pain. If the positive pole 
were applied to the hair the skin about the 
cell would be discolored, turning dark 
brown or black—a permanent disfigure 
ment. We always favorthe ladies by dead- 
ening the sensibility of the skin with ether 
before operating, so that the process is 
practically painless. 

“You can readily understand that even 
then itis a big undertaking. Every hair has 
to be removed separately, and it takes 
about an hour to remove a dozen. The pa- 
tient usually comes every other day for a 
sitting of an hour ortwo. We have to take 
out a hair here and a hair there, partly for 
the sake of the lady’s looks and partly to 
avoid local inflammation. It is pleasing to

FROM CHURCH TO DANCE. 


How Mexican Women Mingle Devotion 
with Worldly Pieasures. 


The last strains of a dying hymn, chanted 


in @sortof jerky monotone, had scarcely 
ceased vibrating among the ponderous, 
rough-hewn, web-covered beams of the l|it- 
tle adobe church, when the congregation, 
principally women, true to a habitual -fail- 
ing, began an animated conversation, writes 
acorrespondent of the Philadeiphia Press 
from Grants, N. M. Whether their com- 
ments elated to any particularly impressive 
point of the past service, or were devoted 
to conning over interesting bits of domestic 
affairs is not known, but it surprises the 
stranger, while waiting a few moments at 
the entrance of the church watching the 
people, to receive pressing invitations to at- 
tend a “‘baile’’ or Mexican dance. 

A baile is, of course, a most harmless 
recreation, but to fly to the opposité ex- 
treme, with the lights in the church yet 
burning and the priests still shrouded in 
sacramental robes, impressed one as being

Women so lately sitting with uncovered 
heads in silent devotion now tripped lightly 
through the gloomy streets, moving in and 
out between the darkened structures, chat- 
ting and laughing each with the other, ap- 
parently in the very transports of merri- 
ment. 

Reaching a long row-roofed building. 
where a small, dingy window emitteu a 


| flickering, uncertain light, and shrill strains 


of music floated out into the night through 
an open door, the casual visitor allowed 


himself to be hustled rather unceremo- 


niously into the very midst of a Mexican 
dance. 

The dancing apartment consisted of one 
long, marrow ball, along either side of 
which, for the accommodation of ladies, sev- 
eral rough, wooden benches were strung 
out, each set closely against the wall. Upon 
these sat women of ai! ages, in all imagina- 
bie toilettes, with hands crossed demurely 
in front of them, butintent upon watching 


| the movements of those upon the floor. 


A number of tallow candles stuck into 
wide wooden crosses and suspended at va- 
rious places from the ceiling imparted a 
dim and almost religious light, that cast a 
weird, peculiar glow upon the dusky 
occupants of the room. Upon the 
wall, which had received a _ fresh 
adornment of whitewash for the oc- 
casion, arranged in an odd, fantastic 
fashion, were groups of van-hued mus- 
lins and calicoes made up with compli- 
cated loops, bows and circles and neatly 
pinned together by means of green cedar 
boughs. 

These simple green leaves and bright- 
colored muslins combined in making 4 00 
ticeably pleasing effect, and greatly relieved 
the dull, dead white of the walls. 

To assist the passage of sound two soul- 
ful musicians were accorded a seat high 
above the crowd upon a mammoth dry-goods 
box, where they played on a violin and 
guitar. However, the dancers were favored 
with additional sounds, very bollow, bow- 
ever, that issued from the depths of the 
resonant dry-goods box, and occasionally 
by four well-soled boots keeping up a con- 
tinual tattoo. 

Women of all ages and girls not yet in 
their teens eagerly awaita request to be led 
out upon the floor, yet upon the face of those 
neglected and who wait, unasked, for 
hours upon the bard wooden benches, I 
have never noticed an expression that 
would denote envy.

upon ‘‘dance nights,”’ and goes through 
the regulation moves to the bestof her 
ability, which, cons dering ber advanced 
years, is very considerable. The principal 
charm, if any there be in Mexican dances, 
1s their simplicity. Each dancer, from rea- 
sonof being taught from early childhood, 
has all the required steps down to a science, 
which obviates the necessity of any ‘‘call- 
ing off” or “prompting.”

why they chewed and had never thought to 
ask themseives the question. ~ 

The history of chewing gum is like the 
growth of all animal] and vegetable life—one 
of evolution. 

Children began to chew the exudations 
from different trees, from the peach, plum, 
pine, spruce and sweet gum, thus putting it 
into somebody's mind to make an artificial 
gum. 

It was first made of beeswax, gutta- 
pergba and other rubbery and sticky sub- 
st $s, which were perfectly pure and 
harmless, and costly in pfeparation. But 
three years ago some inventive genius dis- 
covered that by boiling some of the baser 
elements of petroleum and mixing in a 
smali amount of beeswax a gum simular to 
the more expensive could be produced 
which was quite susceptible to flavors and 
trifling in cost. By the use of scents and 
large quantities of sugar, which is the 
principal article used in the composition of 
any gum, the disagreeable taste and odor 
of petroleum was entirely obliterated and a 
salable article was produced. About the 
same time a gum called “Balsam Tolu”’ was 
produced, which also found a ready sale, par- 
ticularly among children, and then “'Paraf- 


tine,"’ in all of its flavors and mixtures, had 
ats day. 

‘One variety of white gum was for some 
lume quite extensively. manufactured in 
China. That country has a tree peculiar to 
itself which possesses an attraction for an 
insect with a queer Chinese name, which 
one will neither attempt to write or pro- 
nounce. Numbers of them collect upon the 
tree, and when they have aeparted to past- 
ures new branches are found to be literally 
covered with a waxy deposit. By boiling 
the branches the wax is separated from 
them, and when the water and twigs are 
drawn off the white deposit remains. 

This is purified, sweetened, flavored, 
cooled in cakes and a little fancy picture 
pasted on top, and we have the old white 
gum which so many of us have chewed un- 
tulour jaws ached. The sale of this variety 
was enormous, but it has now been sup- 
planved by newer kinds, as the old rubber 
wax. 

Physicians differ considerably in their 
views on the subject. An eminent physi- 
cian from Ohio declares that gum-chewing 
seriously affects the eyesight, and that he 
never fails to detect the use of it by an ex- 
amination of tbe eye. Another says that 
the muscies of the jaw and face near the 
temple are enlarged and hardened and the 
curve of the lips 1s destroyed. And, on the 
other hand, doctors without number advise 
its use to cleanse the teetb aad aid diges- 
tion. 

It is quite the fad atthe present time to 
chew spruce gum. Itat least is pure from 
all the adulterations which are now so com- 
mon. 

It has been computed by a statistician that

than $1,500,000 every year for chewing- 
gum. There is a manufactory at Louisville, 
Ky., that alone turns out five hundred thou- 
sand boxes of six dozen cake$ each yearly, 
which 1s distributed all over the world.
